The Administrative Committee for the South End Boys! Club met in 
Room G, Chamber of Commerce Building, at 12.30 p.m. on Monday, Apeil 6, 
with Mir. Seiler, President, presiding. The following members were present: 
Messrse Benton, Bastman, Johnson, Meacham, Pierce, Rothwell, Seiler, 
Colonel Hoffman, and Mr. Halsted, Club director, also was present. The | 
minutes of the previous meeting were read and approved. In the absence 
of the secretary, Major Brown, Mr. Halsted was asked to record the minutes 
of the meeting. 


Mr. Ralph Eastman, Treasurer of the South End Boys! Club, 
reported and copy of report is attached. 


the Club's under 18 years of age basketball team had won the City of Boston i 
Championship. He also reported “Open House" at the South End Boyst Club on | 
March 18; the Easter Egg Hunt on Saturday, April 4. It was reported that 
Mre Douglas Sands, librarian for the South End Boyst Club, has been called 
to the service and that the library in the menatime is being carried on by 
Mr. Halsted and Mr. Newman. Mr. Benton further reported that there are 
about 40 boys of the South End Boys! Club“membership who are now of senior 
age and about 53 more becoming of age in the Fall and in order to increase 
the recreational facilities for these boys; it was suggested that a pool 
table be secured. After discussion it was suggested that we might secure 
@ second hand pool table rather than spend money for a new one. The 
Advisory Board of the Salvation Army might”be contacted to see whether or 
not the Boys' Club could obtain the gift of a pool table. 


ir. Benton reported for the Program Committee and mentioned that i 


lire Pierce, in reporting for the Budget Committee, stated that 
he had been receiving the regular monthly reports from the Club director 
and that from these reports it would seem that the Club is operating well 
within the budget. 


In the absence of Mr. Clair, chairman of the House Committee, 
Mr. Halsted read a letter from Mr. Philip S. Metcalf, manager of the 
Walpole Woodworkers which gave an estimate for log sheathing the walls of 
sche basement meeting room to the height of 8 feet above the floor and the 
cost of this would be $482, Mr. Halsted also read a letter which he had 
received from Mr, Clair regarding this matter and it was pointed out that 
the Salvation Army Headquarters was quite willing to have this work done 
and paid for without using any of the Boys! Club funds. The Committee 
voted to approve the work of dividing the basement room and log sheathing 
the walls. ; 


Reporting for the Library Committee, it was stated that 83 books 1) 
had been purchased out of the allotment of $150 approved previously by the it 
South End Boys' Club Committee and that these books were a valuable asset | 
to the library program. Some of the libraryactivities were briefly out- 
lined and ilr. Meacham, chairman of the Library Committee, reported that he 
was pleased with the library activities. A

Mr. Rothwell reported for the Medical Committee and mentioned that 
he had met with Xr. Hall, Major Brown and the Club director to discuss the 
medical work of the South End Boys! Club and what other clubs were doing 
along this line. At this meeting it was pointed out that it would be very 
much to the Club's advantage to have a full or part time medical social 
worker to visit the homes and investigate cases. It was the opinion of 

Mr. Rothwell that only a full time worker of this kind would be suitable 

for the South End Boyst Club. There was some discussion about the Club 
doctor and also the very small amount of time being given for the examina- 
tion of each boy. It was Mr. Rothwell's personal opinion that the Club 
consider a paid doctor and a full time medical social worker. He stated 
that the lledical Committee would meet at a future date to discuss recom- 
mendations to the Board. ilr. Rothwell also read a report from Major Brown 
which gave a cross section of 25% of boys examined who were cleared through 
Social Service Index. It was found that 23 of these boys were not known to 
any social agencies, ¢8 were not known to any family or health agencies in 
recent years, and 61 were known to some family or health agency. 


ir. Seiler reported briefly that he and lir. Clair had been keeping 
in touch with the swimming pool situation and are doing all that they can 
to secure a 75 foot pool rather than a 50 foot one. Colonel Hoffman reported 
that the Club had just received the permit to erect the swimming pool. 


iir, Seiler made a formal presentation to the South End Boys! Club 
Committee of the Boys! Clubs of America membership certificate and the 
Committee voted to pay Boys' Clubs of America, as our membership fee, 1% of 
our budget; namely (3250. This sum had already been included in the Club 
budget for 1941-42, It was pointed out that Boys't Clubs of America was having 
the annual Convention in Chicago on May 4 to 7 inclusive and it was 
unanimously voted that Mr. Halsted represent the Club at the Convention 
and that approxinately $125 be used for his expenses in attending this 
Convention. 


It was reported that the South 4nd Boys’ Club has two of its 
members in the service and it wes sxzcected that an appropriate wooden 
plaque be made in the Club's wood shop with the names of those boys in the 
service on it and upon its covpletion an appropriate ceremony be held in 
the Club. t was suggested that lr. Seiler write an appropriate letter to 
boys in the service. Mr. Halsted was requested to furnish names and 
addresses of these boys. 


Mr. Halsted reported briefly the activities of the South tnd Boys 
Club and that the Club was working closely in conjunction with the South End 
Boys’ Workers Council of which he is chairman. Through the cooperation of 
the police, probation department, and juvenile court, a record of delinquent 
boys placed on probation is sent to the Council in an endeavor to bring these 
youngsters into the South End agencies so that one of the staff may work 
closely with the boys themselves. It was further reported that the South 
End Boys! Club, in conjunction with the South End Boys! Workers Council, was 
endeavoring, in this time of emergency and when suitable leadership is scarce, 
to work out a leadership training course for the older boys in the Club and 
in the South End for the purpose of furnishing temporary leadership when 
skilled and trained leaders are not available and to fill-in positions which 
require some supervision. It was further reported that the South End Boys! 
Club was doing its share in the Defense Program comparable to what is being 
done along these lines in other Boyst Clubs. 


There being no further business, the meeting adjourned at 2 PelMe
